Gentlemen, 

I have  now  the  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1925. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Area  (in  acres),  1,370. 

Population  (Census  1921  and  Estimated  1925),  1,326.  Estimated,  1,312. 

Physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  area,  hilly  with  a clay  soil. 

Number  of  Inhabited  houses  (1921),  376. 

Number  of  Families  or  Separate  Occupiers  (1921),  376. 

Rateable  Value  and  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate — £1,338  5s.  cd.  A penny  rate 
£50  1 8s.  2d. 

Social  conditions  are  good,  and  the  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  Textile 
Manufacturing,  Coal  Mining  and  Farming,  which  have  no  influence  on  public 
health.

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  births,  and  there 
Were  no  women  dying  in  or  in  consequence  of  childbirth  from  any  cause,  and  there  were  no 
deaths  from  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  or  Diarrhoea  under  two  years  of  age. 

The  amount  of  Poor  Law1  relief  is  £83  4s.  od.,  and  the  hospital  and  other  forms  of 
gratuitous  medical  relief  are  fully  taken  advantage  of. 

There  has  been  no  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  during  the  period  under  review,  and 
no  conditions  of  occupation  or  environment  which  appear  to  have  had  a prejudicial  effect 
on  health. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the  County 
Council  in  the  area.  The  Hospitals  available  for  the  area  are  the  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary, 
Westgate,  Bradford,  which  the  workers  all  contribute  to,  and  the  Children’s  Hospital  in 
St.  Mary’s  Road,  Bradford,  under  similar  conditions,  and  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital 
at  Oakenshaw,  Cleckheaton,  where  the  accommodation  is  adequate  and  the  Council  pay 
for  the  stay  of  the  patients  in  Hospital. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers’  illegitimate  infants  and 
homeless  children  in  the  area  except  the  Workhouse  at  Clayton,  Bradford.

We  have  no  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  in  the  area. 


Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Part-time  Officers  are  M.B.,  C.M.,  who  has  had  over  20  years’  experience  of 

Public  Health  work,  whose  salary  is  paid  partly  by  the  Council  and  the  Government. 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  the  Surveyor  and  Housing  Inspector.  There  are  no  health 
visitors  or  special  nurses  employed  by  the  Authority. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Generally  by  the  mothers,  aided  by  the  Bradford  Nursing  Association.  The  Nurse 
which  is  provided  by  the  Bradford  Nursing  Association  in  Horton  Lane,  Bradford,  is 
contributed  to  by  the  people  of  the  area. 

For  infectious  cases — e.g.,  Measles — nursed  by  mothers  under  the  supervision  of  the 
medical  attendant.  All  others  are  removed  to  Hospital. 

Midwives. 

There  are  no  Midwives  or  subsidy  to  practising  Midwives  by  the  Local  Authority.

Legislation  in  Force. 

The  old  Bye-Laws  approved  17th  January,  1876,  are  still  in  force,  although  new 
model  Bye-Laws  are  in  the  printers’  hands. 

There  are  no  important  points  in  which  the  work  of  the  Local  Authority  is  related  to 
or  is  administered  in  co-operation  with  the  medical  and  ancillary  services  of  National 
Health  Insurance,  or  of  the  voluntary  hospitals  or  of  the  Poor  Law  or  of  other  agencies. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  Water  supply  is  sufficient  and  the  quality  good,  and  is  supplied  in  bulk  from  the 
Bradford  Corporation’s  Waterworks.  The  supply  is  constant  and  spreads  over  the  whole 
area  With  the  exception  of  six  houses,  whose  inmates  use  Well-water.  There  has  been  no 
contamination  of  Water  supply  and  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  has  been  no  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  is  good  and  sufficient,  the  sewer  having  been  lengthened  in  Moorhouse  Lane 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  new  property,  and  the  sewage  is  carried  in  the  Council’s 
drains  partly  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  HunsWorth  and  part  to  the  dark  tank  in 
Raike’s  Lane. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  number  of  privies  with  open  middens  is  75  and  with  covered  middens  187. 

The  number  of  water  closets  is  157  and  Waste  Water  closets  12. 

The  number  of  privies  reconstructed  during  1925 — (a)  as  W.C.’s  11,  ( b ) others  none.

We  have  no  pail  or  tub-closets,  and  the  old  privy  system  is  gradually  being  converted 
into  W.C.’s. 

Scavenging. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen,  who  also  clear 
the  earth-closets,  privies,  ashpits  and  cesspools  in  the  area.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  partly 
to  Farmers  (290  loads)  and  the  Council’s  Tip  (369  loads). 

The  number  of  houses  with  movable  ashbins  is  46  in  East  Bierley  and  12  in  Mill  Lane , 
HunsWorth  Village.

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  has  been  no  action  taken  by  the  Local  Authority,  as  we  have  no  smoke  nuisance.

There  are  two  Ragshops,  two  Joiners’  Shops,  one  Cartwright,  one  Coach  Painter  and 
one  Burler  and  Mender  and  nine  Factories.  There  are  no  houses  let  in  lodgings  and  no 
offensive  trades,  and  no  underground  sleeping  room. 


Other  Sanitary  Conditions  requiring  Notice. 

There  are  no  other  Sanitary  Conditions  requiring  notice. 


Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  Water  supply  of  the  one  Elementary  School  in  the  district 
is  good.  The  teachers,  if  they  find  the  child  sick  or  anything  unusual  about  it,  send  it 
home  with  a request  to  its  parents  to  call  in  their  Doctor  pending  return  to  school.  The 
school  is  also  disinfected  after  holidays  and  any  epidemic.  There  has  been  no  closure  of 
the  school  during  the  year.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

{a)  Milk  Supply. — The  milk  produced  within  or  brought  into  the  area  is  very  good  and 
ample  in  quantity,  and  no  complaints  have  been  made  regarding  the  quantity  or 
quality  of  the  milk  distributed  in  the  area  or  outside  it.  The  administration  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act, 
1922,  and  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  are  carried  out  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable. I should  however  impress  on  the  Council  that  instructions  for  milking,  viz., 
Washing  thoroughly  the  udder  and  teats  of  the  cow  before  milking,  and  that  the  hands 
of  the  milker  should  be  clean  and  a pure  white  overall  over  his  clothes  should  be 
insisted  upon.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

The  prevalence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  during  the  period  since  1920  has  been 
small,  in  1921  four  cases  being  notified  (viz.,  two  of  Pneumonia,  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
one  of  Erysipelas).  In  1922  four  cases  were  also  notified  (viz.,  three  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
one  of  Diphtheria.  In  1923  four  cases  Were  also  notified  (viz.,  two  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
two  of  Erysipelas).  In  1924  two  cases  Were  notified  (viz.,  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of 
Erysipelas).  In  1925  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  Was  notified. 

The  source  of  infection  of  these  diseases  is  a problem  that  cannot  be  solved,  and  to 
lessen  the  spread  of  infection  the  fever  cases  and  Diphtheria  cases  are  removed  to  Hospital 
on  the  day  they  are  first  seen.  The  M.O.H.  has  the  power  to  telephone  to  F.  M.  Rimmington 
and  Sons,  Chemists,  Bradford,  for  a speedy  return  of  anti-toxin,  but  the  patient  is  generally 
safe  in  Hospital  before  notification  reaches  me.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  Encephalitis 
Lethargica  or  return  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Pneumonia  is  treated  at  home,  and  there  has 
been  no  Malaria,  Dysentery  or  Trench  Fever  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council’s  Laboratory  at  Wakefield  is  at  our  disposal  for  the  examination 
of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens,  but  there  has  been  no  necessity  to  make 
use  of  it.  Contacts  are  examined  at  home  and  kept  under  supervision,  but  others  are 
very  difficult  to  trace.  Where  there  are  facilities  patient  is  treated  at  home,  properly 
isolated,  and  disinfection  is  carried  out  either  after  recovery  or  removal  to  Hospital. 
There  have  been  no  return  cases  or  carrier  cases  in  the  area. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  tests  known  as  the  Schiek  and  Dick  test  in  Diphtheria 
and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively  or  the  recently  developed  artificial  methods  of  immunization 
against  these  diseases. 

As  there  has  been  no  Smallpox  in  the  area  or  near  it  no  primary  or  re-vaccinations 
have  been  performed  by  the  M.O.H. 

I have  had  no  school  intimations  of  disease  sent  me. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  from  Influenza.  The  only  thing  that  a person  should  do  if 
attacked  by  the  disease  is  to  go  straight  to  bed,  call  in  their  Doctor,  and  carry  out  his 
instructions,  and  to  prevent  callers.  That  is  the  action  taken  in  this  area. 


Cancer  is  treated  at  home  or  sent  to  an  incurable  Hospital,  and  bedding  and  clothing 
ordered  to  be  burnt. 

We  have  no  locally  contracted  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

There  are  no  special  facilities  in  the  area  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous 
persons  and  their  belongings,  nor  for  the  disinfection  of  premises  and  articles  which  have 
been  exposed  to  infection.

Women  and  young  children.  We  have  had  none  in  1925.  But  in  looking  through  my 
records  I find  since  my  appointment  in  1901  that  I have  onlj7  had  one  case  of  Peurperal 
Fever  reported  in  1914  and  removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered,  and  one  case  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  in  1916,  which  recovered,  and  in  1920  one  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
six  days  after  confinement  when  my  attention  w'as  called  to  it,  and  I treated  it  at  home 
with  complete  success  and  no  loss  of  vision. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  district  number  six  each.  They  are  all  well 
lighted,  ventilated  and  kept  clean,  with  separate  conveniences  for  the  sexes.  There  are 
no  outworkers  attached  thereto  and  there  are  no  workplaces.
